No New Moves Considered

NEW YORK—American Jewish civic defense agencies are 
standing pat on their severely-criticized handling of the Chicago 
TRIBUNE “Jewish Secret Government” incident. 

The Chicago daily sent a letter of apology to the local branches 
of the agencies, but refused to print the statement in its own col- 


umns last month. 

Disclosure of the course of the 
negotiations evoked almost un- 
animous editorial criticism from 
Anglo-Jewish weeklies through- 
out the nation. 

IT WILL STAND 

A spokesman for the National 
Community Relations Advisory 
Council told The POST that he 
Knew of no move on the part 
of the NCRAC or of any of its 
member agencies to re-open the 
TRIBUNE question. 

The NCRAC is the national co- 
ordinating agency for U. S. Jew- 
ish civic defense agencies. It 
includes among its members the 
Aemrican Jewish Committee, the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B'rith, the American Jewish 
Congress and the Jewish Labor 
Committee. The four agencies to- 
gether handle most of Jewish 
civic defense work in the United 
States. 

ANTI-SEMITIC SMEAR 

Chicago branches of the four 
agencies swung into action fol- 
lowing publication by the TRIB- 
UNE of the story, which appeared 
on page 1 of the May 29 issue. 

The story linked Sen. Herbert 
Lehman, Justice Felix Frankfur- 
ter and Henry Morgenthau, Jr., 


in an alleged secret conspiracy 
involving Zionism, Communism, 
Great Britain and other targets 
of TRIBUNE antagonism. 


The four agencies cleared the 
issue with the NCRAC and were 
told to proceed on their own. 
They obtained an audience with 
J. Loy Maloney, managing edi- 
tor of the Chicago daily, and with 
a second official. 


TWO LETTERS 

The _ negotiations produced 
agreement on two letters, one 
from the agencies and one from 
the TRIBUNE. The agencies’ 
letter expressed shock at the use 
by the daily paper of blatant anti- 
Semitic techniques. The news. 
paper’s reply rejected any anti- 
Semitic intent. (NJP June 30.) 

It was understood at the time 
that both letters were to be print- 
ed in the TRIBUNE but Maloney 
obtained a 24hour delay during 
which it was believed Publisher 
Robert McCormick took a direct 
hand in the talks. 


The TRIBUNE did not print 
the letters and the Jewish groups 
made no protest. Texts of the 
letters were released by the 
NCRAC.

In practical terms, the ruling 
means that no one can go to 
eourt and get an order ousting a 
Jew or a Negro from a home ke 
has bought in a restricted area. 

Left unsettled in the Supreme 
court ruling was whether a seller 
could be sued for damages, once 
the sale was made, on the 
grounds that the sale lowered 
the property value.

Slott made his comments in an 
‘interview during the 53rd annual 
convention of the ZOA here. ; 

He agreed it was true that life 
was hard for all beginning kib- 
putzim and that living standards 
were low, regardless of what 
kind of a kibbutz one was talking 
about. 

LOTS OF TALK 

But the ZOA has for many 
peen talking about its obli- 
gation to aid chalutziut (pioneer- 
ing for Israel) and no Zionist con- 
yention—including the one last 
week—has been complete without 
a tribute to pioneering and to re- 
state the obligation of the ZOA 

to aid that program. 

But nationally, the ZOA has 
contributed neither money nor 
material aid to Zippori. The rich- 
est and most powerful of the 
American Zionists groups is re- 
presented in Israel by one of the 
poorest collectives. 

“Generally speaking, the Gen- 
eral Zionist colectives in Israel 
are the poorest in the country,” 
Slott said. 

POLITICAL FIGHT 

He agreed that the situation in 
the U.S. was partly due to politi- 
eal differences between the ZOA 
and Plugat Aliyah, the General 
Zionist Chalutz Commission. 

Those differences were cli- 
maxed by the sudden withdrawal 
from Plugat Aliyah of a $20,000 
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annual subvention by the ZOA. 
The action was taken last Sep- 
tember by the late Daniel Frisch 
as president of the ZOA, 

Frisch proposed a complete 
revamping of the American chal- 
utziut program, with hachshara 


(training for collective life) 
transfered to Israel. Following 
Frisch’s death last March, the 


plan was allowed to die quietly. 
NEW PROGRAM 

At the 53rd convention, sup- 
porters of chalutziut won a fight 
for a separate chalutz committee 
within the ZOA. The convention 
delegates approved setting up of 
an American General Zionist 
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Chalutz committee, with Hadas- 
sah participating. The committee 
will be the overall body respon- 
sible for promoting all phases of 
chalutz endeavor in American 
General Zionism. 

The resolution instructed the 
new committee to work closely 
with Plugat Aliyah and with 
Haoleh, the chalutz arm of the 
Intercollegiate. Zionist Federa- 
tion of America. 

NOT MUCH GOOD 

Slott pointed out, however, that 
the $20,000 subvention had not 
been restored by Benjamin Brow- 
dy, Frisch’s successor, and that 
even if it had been, it would not 
have been of any help to Zippori. 

He explained that the money 
was used to further chalutz work 
only in the United States. 

“We have obtained no funds 
from the ZOA” he said. 

The year-old kibbutz has re- 
ceived help from the ZOA but not 
nationally, he added. 

From individual ZOA districts 
and regions, Zippori has obtained 
a small communal laundry, a 
mechanical potato peeler and 
$1,500 toward the purchase of a 
cron planter. Involved were the 
Manhattan and Philadelphia re 
gions. The Staten Island district 
is buying an arc welder for Zip- 
pori. 

YOUTH AIDS YOUTH 

Slott said that the younger the 
membership of the ZOA district, 
the more enthusiastic the ZOA 
—— have been about help- 
ing the collective. The West- 
chested region, for instance, has 
adopted Zippori as a year-around 
project. 

“We have 5,000 dunmans of 
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land, about 1,000 acres,” Slott 
said. “Of that area, 2,000 dunams 
is stone covered. Fifteen people 
go out daily to clear stones so 
that the land can be prepared for 
planting.” 

“There are such things as 
mechanical stone pickers,” he 
said. “A stone-picker costs about 
$2,500—and it would save us a 
lot of very heavy labor, not to 
mention the fact that it would 
enable us to get the land into 
cultivation so much more quick- 
ly.” 

The kibbutz has three primus 
stoves as the total equipment to 
make meals for its 90 members. 

WE WON’T QUIT 

“We intend to go right ahead, 
whether the ZOA helps us or not,” 
the husky chalutz said, “but 
some of the Americans at Zippori 
are a little galled by the contrast 
between the speeches by ZOA 
members and the performance.” 

He said the World Confedera- 
tion of General Zionists had pro- 
vided some material aid but not 
much. 

Slott contended that Zippori 
wasn’t doing too badly. He said 
it takes five years for a kibbutz 
to reach a fair degree of self- 
sufficiency and that Zippori, with 
its first year about ended, had ac- 
complished more than many of 
the collectives he had observed 
in Israel. 

The membership of 90 is made 
up of 20 Sabrim (native-born) in 
hachahara on the kibbutz and 70 
permanent residents. Of these 37 
are Americans. The rest are na- 
tive-born Jews, with a sprinkling 
of Eurpeans and Syrians.

Plugat Aliyah jioned forces with 
Maccabiah Hatzair, the youth 
arm of the Maccabiah, which is 
a General Zionist movement in 
Israel. 

That step was taken because it 
was necessary to have a strong 
contingent of sabrim in the settle- 
ment in the interests of cultural 
integration and language. 

“If the kibbutz was made up 
mostly of Americans, we would 
never learn to speak Hebrew and 
become part of the country’s 
culture,” Slott explained. 

THEY LEARNED 

More than three-fourths of the 
American chalutzim had _ hach- 
shara at Wappinger Falls, Slott 
said, and added that the training 
had definitely been useful. 

“The Americans knew how to 
milk a cow,” he said. “The sab- 
rim didn’t.” 

Equipment includes 10 cows, 
three or four tractors—‘“we need 
12”—and five pre-fabricated hous- 
es. 

MAKING VITAMINS 

Zippori aims at eventual in- 
dustrialization, Slott said, be- 
cause it is not possible to make 
the most effective use of labor in 
a purely agricultural commune. 
Zippori hopes to start a vitamin- 


making factory. 

Life, though hard, is manage. 
able, Slott said. To date, only 
one American has quit and he. 
did so not because the going was 
too rough but because he wanted 
to visit his family in the United 
States. He left with the definite 
intention of returning. 

Slott said the kibbutz was uni- 
que in two respects. Zippori is 
the only kibbutz in Israel with 
mixed memberships as to religi- 
ous outlook and political adhers 
ence. 

KOSHER KITCHEN 

“Our kitchen is kosher,” he 
said. “We try to provide an at- 
mosphere in which members can 
live in peace as long as they do 
not try to interfere with the 
rights of others.” 

He said there were not yet 
enough men for a daily minyan 
but that the religjous members 
expected to achieve that goal 
eventually. 

Politically, the group includes 
Progressives (the liberal wing of 
General Zionism) and members 
of Mapai, the moderate socialists, 
and Mapam, the strong left- 
wingers.

FEW general pointers this week for preparing livers, together 
with three special recipes. 
LIVER 
Liver is a most valuable food, for it is rich both in iron and in 
vitamins. Calf’s liver is the most delicate flavor, and is usually 
considered the choicest. Lamb’s liver is just as tender, is cheaper, 


and may be substituted for calf’s liver when available. Calf’s liver 
can be distinguished from beef liver by its lighter color. Calf’s 
and !amb’s liver are tender enough to be broiler or fried: beef liver 


should be cooked by some other method. 
Liver spoils quickly, so should be perfectly fresh and odorless 


Be careful 


when purchased, and should be cooked immediately. 
not to overcook liver, for it will become tough and dry if over. 
cooked. 


Liver must be kashered separately from other meat. It must 
be cut open in both directions, washed in cold water, then broiled 
lightly until seared on all sides. The drippings may not be used, 
Live: is not salted like other meat, but must be salted while being 
broiled. After being broiled, the liver must be washed by having 
water poured over it. It is then ready for use. 

BAKED LIVER (LIVER POT-ROAST) 
1% pounds liver, calf's or beef 1 cup hot water 
2 tablespoons fat 2 bay leaves 
3 onions, sliced 8 cloves 
flour, salt, pepper 5 peppercorns 

Cut liver into portions for serving, or leave it whole. Heat 
fat in pot, add sliced onions, and let cook until yellow. Sprinkle 
liver with flour, and brown on all sides in the hot fat. Sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. Add water and remaining ingredients, cover 
pot tightly, and let simmer over slow fire only until liver is tender; 
or bake tightly covered in oven at 350 degrees. The spices may be 
omitted if desired.

Before his election, this was 
pretty well known and it did 
not take a convention to make 
the fact evident.. But there had 
been some hope that Mr. Browdy, 
recognizing in his own humility 
his deficiencies in the qualities of 
leadership, might draw around 
him men who could do the things 
that need to be done and perhaps 
thereby create a stronger and 
more effective administration 
than might have been possible 
under another president. 

But this was not to be so.. Mr. 
Browdy has inherited from the 
administration of the late Daniel 
Frisch all those politicians Mr. 
Frisch gathered about him, most- 
ly because they found in him 
a kindred soul. 

Like him, these men were good 
and tried Zionists, but unfortun- 
ately, and unlike him, they were 
not thinkers and_ not leaders. 
These same politicians seized on 
Mr. Browdy for the same rea- 
sons that some of the righer-ups 
in the organization did; they re- 
cognized that with Mr. Browdy 
in office—rather than a strong 
personality with a mind of his 
own—they could retain their posi- 
tions of power. 

The second noteworthy obser- 
vation is that all the powerful 
men in the ZOA—men like Rabbi 
Abba Hillel Silver, Dr. Emanuel 
Neumann, Rabbi Israel Goldstein 
and others—are no longer pri- 
marily interested in the ZOA. Of 
course, they give it counsel, but 
they have outgrown it, and their 
concern is with World Zionism. 

This was never more apparent 
than at the convention. While 
Rabbi Silver gave an excellent 
program for the ZOA—at the 
Same time torpedoing Mr. 


be busy playing on another field, 
and the tenth team is unequal 
to the normal job of running an 
organization, much less directing 
an organization requiring a re- 
vamping not only of its basic 
orientation but of its activities 
as well. 

Nahum Goldmann is another im 
portant Zionist whose concern is 
not too much with the American 
scene. At the convention, Gold- 
mann delivered one of the best 
speeches of the year. He made 
one fatal mistake in tactics which 
sent him down to defeat; but it 
must be said he was one man 
arguing against two—Silver and 
Neumann, either of whom can us- 
ually handle an opponent without 
the kind of help they gave one 
another at the convention. 

Silver charged Israel with in- 
terfering in the fight for con- 
trol of the United Jewish Appeal 
when Henry Montor and Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., the eventual 
victors, were arrayed on one side, 
and Silver and Neumann on the 
other. Goldmann accepted the 
fight on the battleground Silver 
had chosen, and that was Gold- 
mann’s downfall. 

During the fight over the UJA 
which took place about a year 
and a half ago, it was clear that 
Israel Prime Minister David Ben- 
Gurion was taking a hand, al- 
though he did not do it in his own 
name. 

There was no question about 
Israel’s interference. The real 
question was why Israel inter- 
fered and this question Nahum 
Goldmann could not possibly have 
discussed, for had he told the ZOA 
convention that Neumann and Sil- 
ver were maneuvering the UJA 
funds for purposes aimed at fur- 
thering the ZOA and themselves, 
he would have been lynched. 

So Goldmann walked into the 
trap cleverly set by Rabbi Silver. 
He might have wiggled out by de- 
claring that the issue of whether 
Israel interfered was a debatable 
one and even so not the para- 
mount issue. That issue was whe- 
ther the UJA would have been 
disrupted and the fund-raising 
in the United States crippled if 
the Montor-Morgenthau team had 
been ousted. 7 
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First Things First in the Synagogue 


HE decision of the Conservative Rabbin- 

ical Assembly of America to launch a na- 
tionwide campaign to promote acceptance of a 
minimum code of religious observance may 
have more import than any religious decision 
in recent years. 

In the ranks of Reform, a similar decision 
has been delayed for fear that the code will be 
ineffectual. Others in the Reform movement 
are afraid that a minimum code may lead to 
a freezing of experimentation and change. 

At present the concentration of attention of 
the synagogue—from an activity standpoint— 
is on the Sisterhood and Brotherhood, and in 
some cases on lecture series and in less cases 
on an adult school of Jewish studies. The 
school of Jewish studies’ is now certainly 
closely related to religiosity, but as these 
schools are constituted, the important course 
is the course on contemporary Jewish prob- 
lems. 

If the Conservative rabbis attempt to imple- 
ment their decision to induce the members to 
observe the Sabbath, this is going right to the 
heart of the problem instead of attacking it on 
a peripheral basis, as at present.

This editorial is not to be interpreted as an 
attack on the present arrangement within the 
synagogue, 

We merely want to point out that the rabhj 
will now begin to organize a group of women’ 
in his synagogue who will serve as guides for 
the remainder of the women in adherence to a 
minimum code of Sabbath observance. The 
rabbi will be doing the one thing that is of 
most importance—bringing his women mem. 
bers back to Judaism, not merely getting them 
into the synagogue vestry rooms on a week. 
day. 

Whether this can actually be done is some 
thing else again, although The POST is firmly 
convinced that it can be done. And if it is 
done, the impact on the whole Jewish commy. 
nity will be tremendous. This is placing first 
things first. It may be greeted with so much 
support that even the most discouraged rabbi 
will be thrilled. 


Our Cantors Maligned 


POST rises in defense of our cantors. 

A “canned editorial” which appeared in a 

number of Anglo-Jewish weeklies last week 

declared that “Many are the congregations 

spending heavy money for chazanim when the 

funds could well go for Jewish education or 
for a more competent spiritual leader.” 

Were it only that the system of canned edi- 
torials is corrupt, this editorial wouldn’t be 
written. But low as are the ethics of the papers 
which print such editorials, they have never 
sunk to depths such as this when they attack 
cantors without distinguishing between those 
who are consecrated and are real servants not 
alone of their congregations but of their com- 
munities as well;.and those cantors who are 
guilty of malpractices. 

The abuses in the cantorate are confined 
mostly to the large cities, and The POST has 
not hesitated to criticize them, especially in 
connection with services on the High Hoiy 
Days at resorts. Outside of the Eastern sea- 
board and a few other large communities, the 
wild charges in the canned editorial are nothing 


more than slander against our best Jews, No 
one is loved better in San Francisco than Cap. 
tor Reuben Rinder; and Cantor Myro Glass in 
Indianapolis is the hardest community worker 
in the city. . 

The truth is that except for a few special 
cases, the cantor is usually the most under. 
paid man in the organization and—on top of 
that—the most overworked. Often he has 
duties in connection with the Hebrew School, 
and is imposed on in many other ways. 

In many instances the cantor is the most 
beloved man on the synagogue staff. He’s a 
workhorse, a glutton for punishment, and yet 
some people in the community look down on 
him as a menial, on a par with the lowly 
shamos. 

The POST hopes that every cantor maligned 
by this canned editorial makes it a point to 
visit the office of his local Anglo-Jewish week- 
ly every Saturday on his way to services, and 
not leave or desist from singing in his most 
powerful voice until the so-called editor of the 
paper goes along with him to services.

URGES FULL-SCALE BID TO CONVERT 
NON-JEWS, STARTING RIGHT NOW 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 
The resolution concerning Jew- 
jsh missions adopted by the Cen- 
tral Conference of American 
Rabbis, as reported in your issue 
of June 16, sounds rather timid 
and uninspiring. It is Jacking in 
determination, zeal and enthusi- 
asm, some of the indispensible 
requisites for crusadors. 

The idea that Jews engage in 
missionary work is not new. It 
has been suggested many times 
pefore. Of recent years, I re- 
member that Rabbi George Zep- 
jn, the retired secretary of the 
Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations, has at various occa- 
sios urged upon American Re 
form Jews to finance such a holy 
mission. About ten years ago, 
Dr. Oscar Goldberg of Philadel- 
phia, a refugee German Jewish 
scholar, offered an ambitious, 
put promising plan, to finance 
a Jewish missionary expedition 
to China. Neither Rabbi Zepin 
nor Dr. Goldberg received as 
much as a fair hearing, probably 
due to the fact that the total in- 
tellectual and financial resources 
of American Jewry were ab- 
sorbed in rescue and relief cam- 
paigns for the past 35 years. 
Now, however that the national 
redemption of Israel is an ac-

complished fact, and the Euro- 
pean rescue work is approaching 
something like a solution, the 
time has arrived to do something 
about the realization of the high- 
-er and ultimate destiny: of the 
Jewish people. This is a sacred 
obligation resting upen all Jews, 
not merely upon Reform Jews. 
That destiny all Jews agree and 
pray for, is the realization of the 
Jewish ideal, namely the advance- 
ment of such a political and so- 
cial order, called in our prayers 
“Malkut Shaddai” or “Malkut 
Shamayim.” Thrice daily Jews 
pray for the day “to perfect this 
world under. the reign of God.” 
We know what that order is to 
be. Our Prophets and sages have 
described it in flaming words, a 
society governed by the attributes 
of God, justice, mercy, truth, 
eternal peace and the brother- 
hood of man. 

No time was more propitious 
for Jewish missionary work than 
the present. In the West, the 
adherenis of Christianity, are far- 
ther removed from the Jewish 
ideal «han ever before, despite 
the reckless abuse of the phrase 
“Judaeo-Christian traditions.” 
The Christian Churches did not 
prevent war nor the manufacture 


WANTS CONVERSION 


TO START FIRST WITH U.S. JEWS 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I was mortified, indeed to read 
in your most interesting paper, 
on the front page of the June 16th 
edition and in bold type: “Re- 
form Rabbis Favor Bid to Seek 
Converts Among U.S. Non-Jews”, 
and in the body of the article it 
states, “a committee to ‘study 
practical means of extending the 
influence of Judaism to Jews and 
others,’ that the term ‘and others’ 
has been left deliberately vague 
but that it was the consensus of 
the delegates that the time had 
come to seek converts to Judaism 
from among non-Jews.” 


If the above resolution be cor- 
rectly reported then I would 
ask: Have the members of the 
CCAR gone Meshugah altoge- 
ther? Have they nothing else 
to worry about but to spend their 
money and energy on converting 
non-Jews to Judaism? Have the 
Jewish people shown such a 
large percentage of faithful ad- 
herents to Judaism and its pre- 
cepts that we can afford to go 
out and induce “others” to fol- 
low our example? We vigorously 
resent, and rightly too, the efforts 
of missionary societies who spend 
millions of dollars annually on 
trying to catch a few Jewish 
souls. If a man is not a good 
Jew the chances are that he will 
make a very poor Goy, and ipso 
facto, if a nofi-Jew does not fol- 
low the precepts of his own faith 
he will make very poor material 
for Judaism. It was the late Doc- 
tor Joseph Krauskopf of Phila- 
delphia, a noted Reform Rabbi 
and pulpiteer, who once delivered 
a scathing lecture called, “Con- 
vert Your Own, Let Jews Alone”, 
in which he castigated those mis- 
guided missionaries who were 
active among the Jews. I say by 
all means go out and try to con- 
vert the millions of Jews who 
Seldom, if ever, enter a place of 
worship, unless it be say Kaddish 
or to see a son or a daughter 
Barmitzva or Confirmed, and 
there are hundreds of thousands 
who do not even do that. We 
have plenty of work, don’t you 


think, to take the beam out of 


our own eye before we attempt 


to take the mote out of the eye 
of the “other” fellow? 

Does not the history of Jud- 
aism discourage us from practis- 
ing proselytism among the Goy- 
im? Do not the sages believe: 
“The righteous people of all na- 
tions have a share in the world 
to come.” One does not have to 
practice the precepts of Judaism 
to earn a share in the future 
life as some “other” people be- 
lieve about their faith. Was not 
the late Palliere, the French 
Catholic who became a_ Rabbi, 
strongly advised by French Rab- 
bis to practice the seven Noach- 
ism Laws instead of joining the 
Jewish faith? Even when a non- 
Jewry comes to us of his own 
volition and wants to enter the 
Jewish faith we are advised to 
warn him of the difficulties and 
dangers of being a Jew. 

Please don’t think that I am an 
orthodox Rabbi. On the contrary, 
I am a graduate of the Jewish 
Institufe of Religion, a humble 
disciple of the late Doctor 
Stephen S. Wise, who, I am sure 
would not look with favor on 
doing missionary work among 
the “others”. God knows that we 
have plenty of missionary work 
to do among the millions of un- 
affilated, unsynagogued and un- 
Jewish Jews. Let us spend our 
money, time and energy in re- 
pairing our own fences. I hope 
that the members of the CCAR 
of which organization I am a 
member, but unfortunately could 
not attend the Conference, will 
come to their senses and abandon 
the proposed program of proselyt- 
ism among those “others” who 
are not of our persuasion.

NJP Readers Pick Hank Greenberg as sTop Jewish Athlete

few months ago, this column invited readers 

to select the outstanding Jewish athletes of the 
past 50 years. We did not expect,“nor did we get, 
as wide a response as the Associated Press got from 
its articulate sports writers. But in a minor p aort et 
way, Jewish readers of this space 
did take a large enough interest in Hay 
the naming of the stars to offer us 
a wather controversial list and a4 
sounding board for a few comments § 
about the men chosen as the top§ 
Jewish athletes of our time. 

The headliners were named in this 
order, according to votes received: 
Hank Greenberg, the baseball star: 
and now general manager of the: 
Cleveland Indians; Benny Leonard, 
the late lightweight boxing champion; Sid Luckman, 
the Columbia University and Chicago Bear football 
quarterback; Barney Ross, who held the lightweight 
and welterweight titles simultaneously; Sid Gordon, 
the current baseball star, now playing with the Bos- 
ton Braves. Others who were mentioned include 
Sid Tanenbaum, the basketball player, Harry Boy- 
koff and Max Zaslofsky, other hoop stars; Max Baer, 
the fighter (who, in our first column was pointed 
out as not, repeat not, being a Jew), Al Rosen (it 
doesn’t take long to make a reputation—or lose one), 
the baseball player, Marshall Goldberg, the football 
player. In their letters, some readers casualy wrote 
of other Jewish athetes, but the above-named : got 
most of the votes. 
* 

WHAT DOES IT ALL MEAN? Well, it appears 
that baseball has a greater hold on the imagination 
of the sports fan than any other sport. Greenberg 
was one of the top sluggers in the game, but he 





let alone the best first baseman or outfielder (the 
positions Hank played). Greenberg was one of the 
best home run hitters in the game (58 in one sea- 
son, two shy of Babe Ruth’s mark, and a number 
exceeded only by the Babe and equalled only by 
Jimmie Foxx). It is significant that Greenberg 
was named ahead of Johnny Kling—not because 
Kling rated higher than him as a player (Johnny 
was one of the three top catchers in the game’s 
annals) but because Greenberg was known to be a 
Jew and, like Benny Leonard, his success made Jews 
throughout America feel better; just as Jackie Rob- 
inson aided the Negroes in this land. Greenberg’s 
very name made him a marked man (and he faced 
nis detractors, too) and his success was sociologi- 
cally important. That he has had little to do with 
organized Jewish life is less important, in the final 
analysis, than that he has never hidden his Jewish- 
ness, aS some athletes (and Hollywoodites) have 
and may, as he develops as a baseball magnate, be- 
come of greater stature in the Jewish community. 

Benny Leonard, whose reputation as a boxer is 
still a glowing one, in spite of the passage of the 
years (he was a Star in the 1920’s and still managed 
to be remembered vividly, as personality and as 
fighter by our correspondents), managed to connect 
himself with Jewish causes in his later years. It 
didn’t hurt him; it helped, as a matter of fact. Sid 
Luckman, probably the best Jewish football player, 
is still active, although at the end of his string. He 
lasted a very long time, as both college and profes- 
sional star. He also manages to be connected with 
the Jewish community (recently there was a story 
about him in the POST to the effect that he came 
across little anti-Semitism and that he is actively 
communally) but unlike Barney Ross, he hasn’t tied 
up with Jewish groups like Zionist organizations, 
etc. Barney happened to lend his name to the Zion- 
ist groups out of the main swim, but there are many 


who suspect this happened because the ZOA and 
other large Zionist bodies didn’t have the public 
relations sense to use his name and willingness to 
work for Jewish causes,

SID GORDON IS IN THE enviable position of be- 
ing the outstanding Jewish diamond star in the game 
today, although Al Rosen is breathing hard on his 
trail. Sid, like other Jewish sports celebrities, speaks 
before father-and-son synagogual affairs, B’nai 
B’rith dinners, etc. He is by no means a diamond 
giant, but he is a fine player and a man who sends 
his kids to Hebrew school, a yeshiva, no less. This 
is a far cry from the Sammy Bohne type of ball 
piayer, whose real name was Cohen. 

That the Jewish athletes of today attach them- 
selves to their people to a greater extent than in the 
past is heartening and it is equally heartening that 
the Jewish community has developed to the degree 
that it doesn’t go all out for a player simply because 
his name is a Jewish one. When Sid Gordon was 
traded away from New York there was little com- 
ment about it, except to say that the Giants lost a 
strong hitter. Years ago, in the late twenties, when 
the Giants signed up Andy Cohen, the Jewish atti- 
tude was that a Messiah had reached New York. 
To that extent, the Jews of America have matured.

ON THE OTHER HAND, it is not intelligent to 
castigate American Jewry because the Jews like 
and admire Jewish athletes—as some Jewish intel- 
lectuals do. Sports are part of American life; so 
are the Jews. That the Jews excel-in some games, 
with headline stars, at that, is nothing to be ashamed 
of. Would these same intellectuals be happier, or 
would the Jewish community be better off, if there 
were no Greenbergs hitting basebalis out of lots 
and Benny Leonards fighting in the ring? The an- 
swer seems obvious.
